Fellow s : 

Among  the  many  notable  traits  of  '93  is  its  astonishing 
migratory  habit.  Since  the  last  report,  thirty-three  per  cent  of 
the  addresses  there  given  have  shifted,  and  the  following  list, 
intended  originally  as  a  sort  of  reconnaissance  for  the  Fourth 
Report,  results.  To  the  addresses  have  been  added  the  occupa- 
tions, with  a  few  lines  of  recent  news,  when  such  has  been 
vouchsafed. 

Much  delay  has  been  caused  by  the  difficulty  of  relocating 
many  of  you.  This  difficulty  would  disappear  if  upon  changing 
your  address  you  would  send  me  a  postal ;  but,  taught  by  expe- 
rience, I  long  ago  gave  up  all  hope  of  even  this  simple  aid  from 
any  one.  I  have  "done  my  best  endeavor,"  but  some  addresses 
are  still  doubtful. 

Another  cause  of  delay  has  been  the  difficulty  of  extracting 
from  many  of  you  the  briefest  reply,  even  with  postage  prepaid. 
As  we  all  grow  older,  and  presumably  more  considerate,  as  well 
as  more  methodical,  this  difficulty  seems  curiously  to  increase. 
The  following  information  has  required,  besides  the  usual  printed 
interrogatories,  nearly  a  hundred  and  fifty  personal  letters  of 
enquiry  and  appeal.  And  then  in  many  cases  I  have  had  to  fall 
back,  after  all,  on  second-hand  information,  contributed  by  more 
obliging  classmates,  or  even  by  outsiders.  These  cases  I  have 
generally  indicated. 

A  small  group  of  the  regular  A.B.'s  have  persisted  in  this 
game  of  still-palm  ever  since  graduation.  Their  attitude  is  purely 
ostrich-like,  for  their  addresses  are  known,  and  they  have  had 
every  consideration  extended  to  them  for  years.  In  return,  how- 
ever, they  have  contributed  nothing  whatever  to  the  class  reports, 
as  in  earlier  days  they  contributed  nothing  whatever  to  the  Class 
Fund.  It  hardly  seems  worth  appealing  to  these  ultra-retiring 
gentry  any  more,  and  I  have  tucked  them  up  in  a  cozy  corner 
by  themselves,  where  I  shall  not  bother  them  to  come  out  and 
play  with  the  rest  of  us  till  they  show  some  desire  to  do  so. 

The  general  class  list  continues  to  benefit  from  occasional 
pruning.     "Andrew  Carnegie,  2d,"  at  one  time  suspected  to  be  a 


creation  of  Wilder's  fecund  brain,  has  proved  an  extremely  sub- 
stantial reality  ;  but  he  has  ignored  '93  matters  and  might  as  well 
be  italicized.  For  a  similar  aggravated  case  of  writer's  paralysis, 
R.  W.  Carr,  another  short-term  special,  has  also  been  "dropped." 
So  has  R.  F.  Perkins,  who  left  in  Junior  year,  and  now  writes  that 
he  has  "absolutely  no  interest  in  the  class  of  1893."
